— Under the pres- 
ent law small country rostmasters, whose 
sales of stamps do not amount to more 
thaa (200 per annnm, retain sixty per 
cent of the value of stamps rsne 1> d as 
their salary. The reductiuu of letter pusi« 
age to two cents would of euiirse 
maieiittlly reduce the compensation of 
tli((se small Postmasters, were they 
to reeeive only ilie same jii i r"ii i a L:e. | 
Itut llio new law provides ikii ulieio i lie i 
!>ale of ttuiiips do not exi eed >.:ii!i I ei- Hii- 
iium, the Postmaster shall after Uuiuber 1 
be allowed to retain one hundred per cent, 
of the stamps eanoelled. j 

Judge Ela, Sixth Auditor of the T.iKt- 
offioe Department, said to-day that this 
would out off the entire revenue ttom 
about ssvsnty-flve per cent, of all the post- 
offices ia the country. In the New 
Kogland and Middle States the offices 
lit nhi.'h the ssles of stamps aggregaie 
inoreViliaii enough to pay the postmaster*' 
•-alaiie!! averaye about one ia tliiue; in tlie 
Wesiern Siuies. alioiit one iu I'oiir, and in 
tlie .So'.th. ai'Oul one in eight, besides tiio 
great rudiiciioii in revenue, the operation of 
the new law will entail a great deal ot 
additional labor on the postoffice depart- 
nent.
